ADVOCATES POSTPONEMENT 


Of tlie Entire Cuban Question Until 


April 6th-New Resolution 


Offered by Allen. 


WASHINGTON*, March 11.—A down- 


pour of aleet did not deter the crowde 
from coming to tbe capitol today and 
taking possession of the senate galler- 
ies. 


Allen of Nebraska offered the firet de- 


velop bient as to Cuba, in the form of a 
joint resolution, authorizing and re- 
questing the President to make a thor- 
ough and rigid investigation into the 
present state of war in Cuba, -whether 
it ie being conducted in accordance with 
therulea of civilized warfare; whether 
-extreme cruelties are being practiced by 
either side, particularly toward non- 
combatants, and appropriating $20,000 
for the purpose of the President's in- 
vestigation. Allen did not preea for Im- 
mediate action, and without debate it 
went to the committee on foreign rela- 
tions. 
Hoar was then recognized on his reso- 


lution postponing the entire Cuban 
question until April Otb, and directing 
tlie committee on foreign relations to 
make n* inquiry in tbe meantime. The 
senator eaid his course was taken with 
every feeling of respect for the chairman 
of foreign relations (Sherman). Turn- 
ing to the latter, Hoar added: "I re- 
gard him as the most illustrious public 
iibaructur on the political etago on this 
continent today. I sometimes 
differ 


with him, but always with profound re- 
flpect for him.- 


Hoar spoke pt the serious feeling pre- 


vailing in Spain, which had given the 
United States minister at Madrid a feel- 
ing of insecurity for himself and family. 
The same feeling of public irritation had 
caused the Spanish minister at Wash- 
ington to violate the customary diplo- 
matic proprieties. It indicated the ex- 
cited condition of feeling prevailing. It 
was contrary to that calmness ana dig- 
nity with which great subjects should 
be dealt. This was not a time for imita- 
tion of tbe clamor of the mob, but for 
the exercise of the judicial faculty. 


Hoar spoke of the entire absence of 


facts and information on the Cuban 
question. The committee on foreign re- 
lations had considered it, and it hud 
brought in a resolution without any re- 
port of facts. Tho committee had cited 
a document which, on inquiry, proved 
"to be the statement of the agent of the 
Gubnns in this country. 


Sherman protested against this broad 


characterization of the committee. 


Amid much laughter Hoar besought 


his respected friend to let bim proceed 
without interruption. 
"I am not prepared," aaid he ironalc- 


ally, "to i£0 to war on the authority of 
*n historian whose name the senator 
from Maine did not know, and whose 
name tho senator from Alabama (Mor- 
gan), who knows more than nil of ua put 
together, had forgotten, and an article 
in the encyclopedia by Clarence King. 
"K tbe committee on foreign rela- 


tions examined, considered and weighed 
these alleged facts and afllnned that 
they found any of tliem true, I fan to 
recall it." 
Sherman interposed a protest that 


Hoar wag not stating the case fairly, 
calling hia attention to the official con- 
sular correspondence from the state de- 
partment, which was comprised In a 
•volume of 250 pages. 
Hoar responded somewhat testily that 


what ho complained of was the fact that 
the committee on foreign relations bad 
made no invcBtiyation. It was not able 
to report wbat waa true and what was 
not true. 
Hoar warned senators that the adop- 


tion of tho resolutions meant tbe denial 
of the rule of international Inw whi<;h 
•we insisted on so strenuously during tbb 
rebellion and to which tho United States 
committed iteelf through our ministers 
to all foreign courts, including Spain. 
"If WR are pled pod in national honor to 
anything," Haiti he, "it is that tho 
Cubans nre not entitled to belligerent 
rights under any circumstances." 


He read somu of the instructions of 


Secretary Seward and quoted tbe words 
of President Wolaey of Yale college 
against granting the right of belliger 
ency, to show that if we granted bel.ig 
erency it would have to be withdrawn 
once the 
success of tho revolution 


seemed impossible. He would like tc 
know, he said, if it was not a matter o 
great gravity for forty-five states to de 
dare against our traditional policy ant 
the statement of that eminent inter 
national authority. 
"Will you," he aaked, looking abou 


the senate, "put the seal of your con 
dem nation on the 
doctrine whlc 


Lincoln and Seward, and later Grant 
'fitood by in two of the most importan 
crises in our history?" 
Hoar cited writers of internationi 


law, showing tbe elements requisite be 
fore a state of war could be recognize 
aa existing. Then, returning to hie per 
aonal reference to Sherman, who-ha 
temporarily left the chamber, Hoar at 
ded: 
"Referring to Sherman, lie wi

illustrious brother—men to whom Go 
in his providence had given tbe task 
maintaining thogovernment.and I tru 
that if my friend (Sherman) has u 
guanlfilly place*! himself in a poaitio 
on this question, washing out, its 
were, with a sponge that lllustrioi 
record of the past, he will pause in h 
course and will prefer to continue wi 
thoso great characters with whom '.

This proposed Cuban resolution h 


no binding effect, Mr. Hoar went on. 
did not bind tho President or the eena 
or tho house or tbe people. It was 
mere declaration that means nothin 
The committee that reported it shon 
have added the proviso: "It is to 
distinctly understood that this is 
Pickwickian resolution, without force 
vigor or potency or meaning;." 


In offering tins resolution we bad not 


dared to tell Spain that we recognized 
the inaurgeqta, we had not dared to give 
the President authority to take decisive 
.action. It waa merely a mooted debate, 
to allow senators to see who could make 
the most, eloquent and fiery speech. 
Here Mr. Hoar told a story, showing 
that public excitement did not always 
brine serious results. Applying this to 
the locnl situation, the senator said that 
If we see a groat crowd gathered about 
the navy yard and much excitement 
prevailing it does not mean that we are 
going to have a war, but an election ia 
going on. 
The lauchter had hardly flubsmed 


when Mr. Hoar added: "And eo it ie 
with this resolution from thecommittee 
After all it may not mean war, but that 
a presidential election is approaching. 


The senator said that if tins resolution

•ms who Bold arms to Cuba could be 
dieted for a breach-of the neutrality 
WB, and would have no defense in the 
etolution recognizing the Cubans as 
elligerents.

When we add to 
this, the ability ol these Oriental manu- 
facturers to send their products to this 
country ana sell them for gold, which 
nearly doubles in value when exchanged 
for the money with which they pay lor 
their labor, the possibility of successful 
competition vanishes completely. The 
'odds are eimply overwhelming. 


A high protective tariff might serve to 


offset in a degree the inequality of 
wages, but when the inequality of 
money is added to that of wages, the 
inefficiency ol the protective tariff that 
falls Bhort of absolute prohibition be- 
tomes at once apparent. Protection is a 
magnificent bulwark ol strength to the 
industrial forces o! a nation which 
would sustain for its noodle a standard 
of wages and living that nuarantees 
comfort and enlightenment instead ol » 
bare subsistence, but it has iU limita- 
tion. A tariff which permits commerce 
with countries which not only employ 
cheap labor hut pays it ia money of 
little more than half thi value ol the 
money lor which it Mils its product! In 
foreign m.rkets, cannot 'afford efficient 
protection against such competition. A 
tariff high enough for that purpose 
would be a veritable "Chinese wall." 


It to not at all surprising that the in- 


telligent manufactarers ot the east are 
beginninn to see the vital importance of 
the monetary problem la its relations to 
foreign oompetion, and it if perfectly 
natural tbat the first open movement 
there in favor of the double standard 
ahould be made by the protectionists, 
Protection and 
bimetallism conserve 


identically the eame purpose—the main- 
tenance of prices for American products 
tbat will anstain the American etandard 
of living and wages. The RETOBLICAS 
beliei-n that the action taken in Phila- 
delphia will be duplicated in many of 
the great industrial centers, and that

The regular annual meeting of the 


Hundred Thousand club was held at the 
city hall last hight. After the reading 
of the minutes of thofrevioua meeting 
of the executive committee the following 
were elected members of tbe club: !)r.

After transacting eome routine busi-
